The town with the rich Irish name 
of McSherrystown is a landm ark in 
a part of Adams county—once in ­ 
cluded in York—that was one of the 
earliest Catholic settlem ents in the 
commonwealth. 
The 
Conewago 
township 
area, 
from which McSherrystown was in­ 
corporated in 1882. was settled by 
John Digges, an 
Irish nobleman 
who 
came 
from Maryland. 
The 
township first was known as "Dig- 
ges’ Choice." and was part of York 
county until 1800, when Adams was 
created. 
Catholic settlers came to 
the county as early as 1726. 
These 
pioneers 
established 
the 
famous Conewago chapel, one of the 
best remembered outposts of the 
church in the Keystone state. 
The 
land was known as "Carroll’s De­ 
light'’ or “Carroll's Tract.” and was 
believed to be 
part 
of 
Frederick 
county, Maryland. Subsequent con­ 
flicting claims over jurisdiction led 
to the so-called Crosap war between 
Pennsylvania and M aryland settlers. 
Into this region 
came 
Patrick 
McSherry, to purchase from the 
Digges brothers, sons of John Dig­ 
ges. and from Charles Carroll, the 
land now included in M cSherrys­ 
town. 
It is one of ten boroughs in 
Adams county. 
A convent school was opened in 
McSherrystown in 1834 and is now 
known as St. Joseph's convent. The 
Niroutrh, with a population of 2,050, 
lists cigars as its most im portant 
product.

An old fellow presently stepped forward and gave this speech: “Pray, 
Father Abraham, what think you of the times? Won’t these heavy taxes 
quite ruin the country? How shall we be able ever to pay them? What 
would you advisees to?” Father Abraham took his stand and gave forth 
this speech: “If you’d have my advice. I'll give it you. in short, for a word 
to the wise is enough, and many words won’t fill a bushel, as Poor Rich­ 
ard says.” 
The old fellow continued further by stating that other taxes were as 
heavy, for instance, said he: “We are taxed twice as much by our Idle­ 
ness. three times as much by our Pride, and four times as much by our 
Folly, and from these taxes the Commissioners can not ease or deliver us 
| by allowing an abatement. However, let us harken to good advice, and 
i something may be done for us; God helps them that help themselves, as 
Poor Richard says in his Almanac of 1733.’’ 
I wish that I might quote further, but this is just a small space. A 
good reading of Benjamin Franklin, however, at this time would clear 
j many a mind of vagaries and false ideas of life. 
A hundred years ago, and more, taxes disturbed, but the contributions 
of men, like Franklin, are more valuable and permanent than ever. Far 
more harmful and destructive than the mere money taxes that are forever 
! being forced upon us, are those greater taxes that the unwilling-to-worK 
j have to bear, and those who prey upon the unfortunate, as well as those 
j who dwell in their own pride and folly. These pay the heaviest taxes—-in 
broken health, and loss of self-respect. 
We who have eyes to see, hands with which to work, and minds with 
which to appreciate and love, should be the last to complain about taxes - 
with boundless beauty and opportunities for service all about us.

world’s most famous pigeon, which 
lost a leg flying through a barrage 
In Prance with military information 
for the United States army, died 
Friday, aged 17 years, ll months. 
The heroic pigeon, by its exploit, 
became a war hero and earned the 
name "John Silver,” the appellation 
of the one-legged pirate in "Treas­

John was hatched on a French 
battlefield in January, 1918. Before 
he was many months old he was 
braving barrages in carrying im­ 
portant messages.
